The  beauty  spot  of  America    (alt.    5,670   ft.),  sui 
rounded  by  rugged  peaks  and  glaciers,  is  the  starting  point  for 
all  side  trips  in  the  vicinity,  the  most  important  of  which  are 
listed  below.

While  they 
grow  in  rich  profusion  in  the  valleys  and  on  the  lower  slopes, 
it  is  on  the  alpine  meadows  above  timber  line  where  even  the 
stubborn  little  pines  and  spruces  have  been  beaten  back  by 
the  cold,  that  they  are  to  be  found  at  their  finest. —  (Extracts 
from  "Through  the  Heart  of  the  Rockies  and  Sell(irl(s.")

After  arrival  at  Emerald  Lake,  party  may  pro- 
ceed direct  to  Field  by  motor  or  spend  the  night  at  Emerald 
Lake  Chalet,  if  reservations  have  been  previously  made,  pro 
ceeding  to  Field  the  following  morning.
